Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  last  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  of  Margate,  for  the  year  1965. 

VITAL  STATISTICS  g 

The  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Borough  show  an  increase 
in  the  population  (as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General) 
of  some  1,080  people.  A  decrease  in  the  Birth  Rate  is 
shown  16.2  in  1965  as  compared  with  17.4  in  1964.  The 
total  number  of  live  births  decreased  from  635  in  1964  to 
603  in  1965.  The  Death  Rate  decreased  from  10.5  in  1964 
to  10.3  in  1965.  The  Infantile  Death  Rate  was  21.5 
compared  with  19.0  for  England  and  Wales.  Four  deaths 
occurred  after  the  end  of  the  first  four  weeks  of  life 
and  under  the  age  of  one  year.  13. 1  per  cent  of  the 
total  live  births  were  illegitimate. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

There  were  523  cases  of  measles  notified  during  the 
year,  5  of  which  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

MALIGNANT  DISEASE 

Once  again  it  must  be  recorded  that  the  lungs  were 
the  commonest  organs  to  be  affected  by  Cancer  and  accounted 
for  4  more  deaths  than  in  1964.  Total  deaths  from  Cancer 
increased  by  4,  and  there  was  an  increase  of  24  deaths 
from  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation. 

HEALTH  AND  SOCIAL  SERVICES 


The  Health  Services  provided  in  the  town,  through  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  are  set  out  in  the  report  in 
some  detail;  they  are  available  to  all  the  inhabitants  and 
they  are  adequate. 

Mention  should  again  be  made  of  much  good  work  carried 
out  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  by  members  of  the  staff 
of  the  Health  Services  operated  by  the  County  Council,  with 
particular  reference  to  the  many  and  varied  duties  performed 
by  Health  Visitors,  Midwives,  Home  Nurses,  Children’s  Wel¬ 
fare  Officers,  District  Officers,  Domestic  and  Home  Helpers, 
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etc.,  and  also  the  various  voluntary  organisations  in  the 
town  such  as  the  Margate  Council  of  Social  Service,  W.V.S., 
Margate  Ambulance  Corps,  Old  People Ts  Welfare  Committee, 
the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Association  and  many  others. 

GENERAL 

On  looking  back  over  35  years,  I  have  found  it  difficult 
to  assess  the  importance  of  each  advance  in  public  health 
administration  in  relation  to  the  obvious  improved  health 
and  prosperity  of  the  people  of  this  country. 

I  suppose  municipal  housing  and  slum  clearance  must  come 
high  on  the  list.  A  good  house  or  flat  to  live  in  for  every 
family  is  of  course  the  aim  to-day  and  now  a  bathroom  with 
hot  water  supply  and  indoor  sanitation  is  the  rule  rather 
than  the  exception. 

Next  I  would  place  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  ser¬ 
vices.  When  I  first  came  to  Margate  there  was  a  converted 
army  hut  in  St.  Peter’s  Footpath  which  served  as  an  ante¬ 
natal  clinic  and  child  welfare  centre  with  a  staff  of  1, 
namely  Miss  Green.  Margate  I  am  proud  to  say  was  able  to 
hand  over  to  the  Kent  County  Council  in  1948  two  modern 
clinics,  which  gave  a  comprehensive  service  to  infants, 
toddlers,  school  children,  nursing  and  pregnant  mothers. 
Likewise  we  were  able  to  hand  over  a  comprehensive  school 
health  service.  It  is  one  of  my  regrets  that  as  a  result 
of  the  National  Health  Service,  this  interesting  part  of 
the  work  of  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  transferred  to 
the  County  Council  and  taken  from  your  control. 

High  up  in  the  list  must  of  course  come  the  progress  made 
in  medical  science,  particularly  the  discovery  of  penicillin 
drugs,  abolition  of  poverty  and  ignorance  also  play  a  large 
part. 

To  sum  up  after  over  a  quarter  of  a  century  I  retire  at 
a  time  when  so  much  of  the  ground  work  of  providing  a  healthy 
community  seems  to  have  been  accomplished.  But  always  new 
problems  are  appearing  which  must  be  energetically  tackled  - 
mental  health,  the  difficulties  met  with  in  an  era  when  the 
proportion  of  aged  people  to  young  adults  is  increasing 
rapidly,  problem  of  noise  and  air  pollution  by  chemicals  and 
fumes . 
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Finally  much  that  has  been  accomplished  over  the  years 
could  not  have  been  done ,  were  it  not  for  the  enthusiasm 
and  support  of  all  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department, 
both  past  and  present.  My  thanks  are  due  to  them,  the  other 
officers  of  the  Council,  and  not  least  to  the  members  of  the 
Council,  who  have  always  accepted  my  advice  and  done  their 
best  to  maintain  a  really  efficient  Health  Service.

Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the  District; 

Margate  is  situated  on  the  North-East  coast  of  Kent  in 
the  Isle  of  Thanet,  72  miles  from  London  and  l6  miles  from 
Canterbury. 

Climate,,  Soil,  etc.  ; 

The  climate  is  bracing  and  the  district  is  justly 
recognised  as  being  the  healthiest  area  in  England. 

The  East  end  of  the  town  is  built  b 3 tween  two  valleys, 
and  Westbrook,  Westgate-on-Sea  and  Birchington  are  built  on 
the  chalk  formation,  and  owing  to  this  and  the  general 
undulation  of  the  ground  the  whole  town  is  exceptionally 
favoured  as  regards  surface  drainage. 

The  sea  front  is  nine  miles  in  length,  of  which  seven 
are  promenades.  There  is  a  number  of  excellent  hotels  and 
boarding  houses  in  the  town. 
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Birth  Rate ; 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
610  (319  males  and  291  females),  and  of  this  total  7  were 
still  births  (1  male  and  6  females).  There  were  79 
illegitimate  births  (46  males  and  33  females). 

The  total  live  birth  rate  is  12.5  per  1,000  (adjusted 
rate  16.2  per  1,000)  and  the  rate  of  illegitimate  live 
births  is  1.6  per  1,000  estimated  population* 

The  above  figures  show  a  decrease  of  31  legitimate 
live  births  on  the  figures  for  last  year,  and  a  decrease 
of  1  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  live  births. 

Death  Rate  ; 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  s  ame  period 
was  838  (420  males  and  4l8  females).  These  figures  are 
reached  after  deducting  deaths  of  persons  normally  resident 
outside  the  town  and  adding  the  deaths  of  persons  normally 
resident  in  the  town  who  died  outside  the  district.

Malignant  Disease; 

This,  as  usual,  is  one  of  the  principal  causes  of 
death. 


37  males  and  7  females  died  from  cancer  of  the  lung 
or  bronchus,  an  increase  of  4  on  last  year's  figures. 

All  the  evidence  available  demonstrates  the  causal 
connection  between  smoking  and  lung  cancer.  Increase  of 
smoking  by  children  of  school  age  and  young  adults, 
practically  all  of  whom  smoke  cigarettes,  seems  to  be 
unchecked?  the  assumption  therefore  is  that  the  occurrence 
of  this  deadly  form  of  cancer  will  tend  to  arise  at  an 
earlier  age  and  more  commonly. 

Infantile  Mortality; 

Of  the  number  of  infants  who  died  under  the  age  of 
one  year  6  were  males  and  7  were  females.  The  infantile 
mortality  rate  is  therefore  21.5  per  1,000  live  births. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  year  for  England 
and  Wales  was  19. 0  per  1,000  live  births  and  was  the 
lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  country.  It  was  0.9  per 
1,000  below  that  for  1964.

(2)  Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes; 

Section  187  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936>  provides 
for  the  registration  of  nursing  homes  and  maternity  homes. 

Under  the  Act  the  term  "Nursing  Home"  does  not  include 
any  hospital  or  premises  maintained  or  controlled  by  a 
Government  Department,  Local  Authority,  or  by  any  other 
body  or  persons  constituted  by  Special  Act  of  Parliament 
or  incorporated  by  Royal  Charter. 

At  the  end  of  1965  there  were  10  nursing  homes  on  the 
Register  consisting  of  9  for  general  nursing  and  1  for 
maternity  nursing. 

No  orders  were  made  during  the  year  refusing  regist¬ 
ration. 

(3)  Local  Health  Services  for  the  Area; 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  continues  to 
carry  out  pathological  and  bacteriological  work  for  the 
Corporation  and  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  town. 

The  examinations  undertaken  include  throat  swabs, 
blood,  sputum,  material  in  cases  of  food  poisoning  etc. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  is  a  laboratory  at  the 
Isle  of  Thanet  District  Hospital,  Margate  Wing,  under  the 
supervision  of  H.  Sterndale  Esq.,  M.D.(Lond.)  M.B.,  B.S., 
M.R.C.S. ,  L.R.C.P. 

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities, 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  responsible  Authority 
for  the  provision  of  an  Ambulance  Service  throughout  the 
County,  and  the  services  provide  for  the  carrying  of  both 
walking  and  sitting  cases  and  patients  can  be  moved  to 
any  part  of  the  British  Isles. 

The  Kent  County  Council  took  over  the  sole  respons¬ 
ibility  for  the  ambulance  services  in  Thanet  on  the  30th 
September  19?1. 
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The  Ambulance  Station  is  situated  in  the  grounds  of 
Haine  Hospital  and  serves  the  needs  of  the  Thanet  area. 

This  station  operates  22  ambulances,  all  of  which  are 
equipped  with  radio-telephone  apparatus,  making  possible 
the  quick  diversion  of  ambulances  to  meet  emergencies,  and 
also  enabling  the  maximum  use  to  be  made  of  vehicles  during 
each  journey. 


The  following  statistics  supplied  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer  give  particulars  of  the  patients  carried,  lengths 
of  journeys,  etc.,  from  the  station  at  Haine.  These  figures 
include  Margate,  Ramsgate  and  Broadstairs.

(c)  Domestic  Help  Service. 


The  Domestic  Help  Service  is  administered  by  the  Kent 
County  Council.  During  the  year  1965  an  average  of  287 
cases  of  sick  and  aged  persons  were  assisted.  There  were, 
approximately,  46  domestic  helpers  engaged  on  this  work. 


In  addition,  the  Kent  County  Council  now  administers 
the  following  services  which  are  run  in  conjunction  with  the 
Domestic  Help  Service s- 


( i)  Family  Care  Services 

During  the  year  8  families  have  been 
provided  with  this  service.  Help  is  given 
when  a  mother  of  two  or  more  children  is 
absent  from  her  home  for  medical  or  domestic 
reasons.  The  service  is  provided  for  a 
maximum  period  of  three  months. 

(ii)  Family  Welfare  Services 

This  is  a  service  provided  for  a  mother 
who  needs  advice  and  guidance  in  all  aspects 
of  household  management  and  care  of  children, 
it  is  a  free  service.  During  the  year  4 
families  were  assisted. 
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(iii)  Evening  Service; 

This  service  is  provided  for  aged  persons 
to  ensure  where  necessary,  they  are  made  safe 
and  comfortable  for  the  night.  There  were  7 
such  cases  covered  during  the  year. 

(iv)  Night  Attendance  Service; 

There  were  no  cases  of  aged  chronic  sick 
persons  provided  with  a  night  attendant. 

(d)  Health  Visiting  and  School  Health  Service; 

These  have  been  maintained  as  before  and  the  total 
number  of  Health  Visiting  Staff  is  6. 

(e)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics; 

The  following  tables  give  particulars  of  the  various 
treatment  centres  and  clinics  operated  by  the  Kent  County 
Council.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply; 

The  whole  of  the  Borough  of  Margate  is  within  the 
statutory  water  supply  area  of  the  Thanet  Water  Board  set 
up  by  the  provisions  of  the  Kent  Water  Act,  1955?  and  upon 
which  Board  Margate  Borough  Council  has  seven  representat¬ 
ives. 

Generally  speaking,  water  for  the  Borough  is  supplied 
from  the  Board’s  Pumping  Station  at  Wingham,  fifteen  miles 
south-west  from  Margate,  and  Sparrow  Castle  Pumping  Station 
near  Acol  in  Thanet.  During  the  peak  summer  demand  Links- 
field,  Tivoli  and  Dane  Pumping  Stations  in  Margate  are  also 
used.  All  sources  consist  of  wells  and  adits  abstracting 
water  from  the  underground  chalk,  the  only  treatment  being 
sterilisation  by  means  of  chlorine.  Occasionally,  water 
may  be  transferred  from  the  Board fs  other  sources  in  its  area 
but  they  all  draw  water  from  the  same  geological  formation. 

The  sanitary  cohditions  in  the  gathering  grounds  are 
under  constant  review  as  is  the  quality  of  the  water  which 
is  subject  to  frequent  bacteriological  and  chemical  exam¬ 
ination.  The  following  are  typical  analyses  of  the  water 
and  all  samples  delivered  into  supply  submitted  were 
reported  by  the  laboratories  as  of  high  organic  purity  and 
considered  wholesome  and  suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic 
purposes .

The  total  number  of  samples  taken  during  the  year 
was  17  for  bacteriological  analyses  and  15  for  chemical 
analyses.  All  were  satisfactory. 

Four  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  privately  owned 
swimming  pools  for  bacteriological  examination. 

The  number  of  houses  that  have  a  direct  water  supply 
is  17,500  approximately,  and  three  houses  share  a  stand¬ 
pipe. 

Public  Swimming  Baths  -  Public  Health  Act.  1936. 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  town. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage; 

The  Borough  is  drained  as  far  as  Margate  is  concerned 
on  the  combined  system,  with  a  sea  outfall  at  Foreness 
Point.  Westgate  is  drained  on  a  separate  system,  the 
sewage  being  pumped  into  the  Margate  system,  and  Birching  ton 
is  also  drained  on  a  separate  system,  the  effluent  being 
treated  at  the  disposal  works  on  the  marshes  beyond  Minnis 
Bay  and  discharged  into  the  sea.  In  both  outfalls  the 
discharge  takes  place  on  the  ebb-tide,  and  the  effluent  is 
carried  clear  away  from  the  foreshore. 

Two  outfall  sewers  30"  and  42"  diameter  discharge  into 
deep  water  600  yards  from  the  shore  at  Foreness  Point.  The 
screened  sewage  is  carried  away  by  a  strong  north-easterly 
current  at  the  edge  of  Longnose  Spits  a  storage  culvert 
retains  the  sewage  between  tides.  Improved  screening  and 
pumping  plant  is  now  installed  in  an  extension  of  the 
existing  Pumping  Station. 
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The  storm  culvert  from  Foreness  Point  was  extended 
last  year  to  the  foot  of  Wilderness  Hill,  to  relieve 
flooding  in  the  Dane  Park  Road  area.  Provision  has  been 
made  in  the  capital  expenditure  programme  for  future 
extensions  to  Westgate  to  enable  the  elimination  of  all 
storm  overflows  to  the  sea,  other  than  via  Foreness 
Point. 

The  new  sewage  pumping  station  at  King  Street, 

Margate  is  now  in  course  of  construction  and  should  be  in 
operation  in  approximately  twelve  months'  time. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposals 

Margate  has  the  usual  difficult  problem  which  con¬ 
fronts  most  seaside  resorts  of  heavy  seasonal  fluctuations 
in  the  quantities  of  refuse  to  be  collected  and  disposed 
of  throughout  the  year. 

A  fleet  of  tipping  freighters  is  used  to  make  a  general 
weekly  collection  to  every  occupied  property,  with  more 
frequent  calls  to  clear  certain  other  large  establishments 
which  produce  large  quantities  at  small  frequency  mainly 
during  the  season.  Trade  refuse  is  collected  upon  request, 
or  at  regular  intervals,  depending  upon  the  type,  a  charge 
being  made  to  cover  the  cost  of  collection  but  not  for 
disposal. 

The  nature  of  refuse  is  rapidly  changing  and  is 
becoming  less  dense  and  very  bulky  due,  no  doubt,  to  the 
increased  standard  of  living  and  the  changes  in  food  and 
goods  packaging  which  is  probably  a  result  of  greater  public 
interest  in  the  hygienic  presentation  and  handling  of  food¬ 
stuffs  and  goods. 

This  has  produced  an  ever-increasing  work  load,  and  in 
order  to  achieve  greater  efficiency,  the  Council  have 
ordered  four  new  50  cu.yd.  freighters,  which  should  be 
delivered  in  April  1966.  It  is  hoped  that  the  remainder  of 
the  fleet  will  be  replaced  within  the  next  two  or  three  years. 

The  Destructor  plant,  also,  has  now  become  overloaded 
under  existing  working  arrangements,  and  it  is  therefore 
intended  this  year  to  increase  the  number  of  Destructor 
staff  so  as  to  extend  the  furnace  burning  hours,  and  so 
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achieve  a  greater  daily  through-put.  It  is  also  intended 
to  carry  out  improvements  at  the  receiving  hopper  so  as  to 
make  full  economic  use  of  the  larger  collection  vehicles. 

Salvage  operations  are  carried  out  during  collection  and 
disposal.  Waste  paper  and  cartons  are  collected  and  placed 
separately  in  the  freighter  trailers  and  are  sold  loose. 

Metal  is  separated  by  magnetic  pulley  belt  and  baled,  rags 
and  bones,  etc.,  are  all  salvaged  at  the  plant.  The  income 
from  the  sale  of  salvage  is  set  against  the  costs  of  dis¬ 
posal  and  help  considerably  to  defray  the  costs  of  this 
service . 

A  20  ton  capacity  weighbridge  is  situated  at  the  entrance 
to  the  Refuse  Destructor  and  records  are  kept  of  all  materials 
entering  and  leaving  the  plant,  tins  providing  an  important 
part  of  the  data  from  which  accurate  costs  are  computed. 
Bearing  in  mind  the  length  of  the  Borough  and  the  consequent 
relatively  long  journey  hauls  to  the  disposal  point  the 
costs  of  collection  and  disposal  indicate  that  the  work  is 
effected  economically.

ROAD  AND  HOME  SAFETY  OFFICER'S  REPORT  FOR  1965

increased  interest  shown  in  Home  Safety  during  1965.  This 
interest  has  appeared  in  many  forms  and  from  various  sources. 

Schools ,  of  course,  are  number  one  priority  and  full 
support  is  forthcoming  from  the  Heads.  Talks  continue  and 
competitions  have  been  arranged,  which  have  proved  highly 
successful  and  enjoyable. 

An  essay  competition  on  Home  Safety  produced  a  large 
number  of  very  interesting  essays  from  children  between  the 
ages  of  8  and  16  and  if  this  trend  continues  we  should  have 
more  safety  conscious  housewives  in  the  years  to  come. 

I  have  been  invited  to  a  number  of  women’s  organisations 
and  the  interest  there  shown  by  the  young  and  not  so  young 
proves  that  the  toll  taken  by  home  accidents  is  one  of  grave 
concern  to  them. 

Fire  prevention  has  been  a  very  important  theme  in  my 
talks,  concerning  gas,  oil  and  electrical  equipment,  and  open 
fires.  Poison  are  still  a  source  of  worry  but  so  are  plastic 
bags,  slippery  floors,  stairways  and  a  host  of  other  causes, 
which  to  most  housewives  are  so  common-place  as  to  be  treated 
with  the  familiarity  that  breeds  contempt  -  which  causes  the 
accident.  Fireworks  accidents  received  a  good  deal  of  pub¬ 
licity  and  the  resulting  fall  in  accidents  from  this  cause 
would  appear  to  justify  the  effort. 

An  extra  effort  was  made  for  Christmas  publicity  through 
all  schools,  factories  and  the  press.  Again  the  result  can 
only  be  guessed  at,  but  our  general  accident  figures  show  a 
slight  decline  to  our  previous  years. 

During  the  Fire  Brigade  National  Fire  Prevention  Campaign 
"Open  Week”  I  held  a  small  exhibition  in  a  room  generously 
placed  at  my  disposal  and  there  exhibited  posters  and  distrib¬ 
uted  leaflets.  On  show  were  articles  of  night  attire  made 
from  flame  resisting  material  and  a  lively  interest  was  shown 
in  these  items. 
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Home  accidents  again  seem  to  affect  most  the  very  young 
and  the  elderly  -  these  two  groups  of  course  are  the  most 
difficult  to  approach,  and  yet  they  spend  respectively  the 
most  time  at  home.  But  by  educating  those  we  can  approach 
we  must  hope  that  they  in  return  will  pass  on  their  know¬ 
ledge  to  the  young  and  elderly  and  so  help  to  reduce  the 
very  high  toll  on  those  age  groups. 

I  attended  the  Annual  Conference  in  London  and  this  was 
an  education  in  itself.  I  learned  much  there  that  helps 
me  in  my  work  locally.  I  also  attended  the  quarterly 
meetings  of  the  South  East  Area  Home  Safety  Committee  where 
we  exchange  experiences  and  ideas  and  find  mutual  assistance 
of  a  very  high  degree. 

I  have  been  favoured  with  the  highest  support  and  co¬ 
operation  by  those  with  whom  my  duties  have  brought  me  in 
contact  and  my  Committee  have  been  whole  hear tedly  behind  me 
in  any  and  every  activity  to  further  Home  Safety  and  I  look 
forward  to  another  and  even  more  successful  year  in  1966. 
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REPORT  OP  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR. 


Early  in  the  year  the  Council  declared  2  out  of  3 
areas  which  were  specially  canvassed  as  improvement  areas. 

A  number  of  tenants  finally  agreed  to  the  improvements  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  the  works  of  providing  all  amenities  had 
been  completed  or  nearly  completed  with  the  exception  of  3 
where  postponement  became  essential.  Preliminary  notices 
only  had  to  be  served.  The  publicity  given  to  these  areas 
undoubtedly  brought  the  advantages  of  improvement  grants  to 
the  notice  of  owners,  agents  and  tenants  so  that  during  the 
year  132  formal  applications  were  made  and  agreed  and  102 
houses  were  improved  to  the  full  standard,  62  being  tenanted. 
The  co-operation  of  owners  and  agents  was  most  gratifying. 

The  inspection  of  houses  in  multiple  occupation  was 
extended  to  those  let  only  during  the  summer  months  to 
visitors  and  it  was  gratifying  to  find  that  on  the  whole 
they  were  up  to  a  reasonable  standard.  Considerable  improve¬ 
ments  to  the  more  usual  houses  of  this  type  were  effected  due 
to  informal  requests  the  year  previously. 

The  routine  inspection  of  premises  under  the  Offices, 
Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  was  delayed  until  Autumn 
because  of  priority  given  to  the  above-mentioned  work  and 
also  the  delay  in  getting  circulars  dealing  with  standards 
from  the  Ministry,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  320  were 
inspected  bringing  the  total  to  434  which  was  over  70%  of 
the  estimated  number  in  the  area.  These  inspections  are 
best  made  during  the  winter  months  so  that  heating  and 
lighting  can  be  more  fairly  assessed  although,  of  course, 
seasonally  occupied  premises  must  of  necessity  be  inspected 
during  the  summer. 

For  the  first  time  a  student  inspector  has  been  employed. 
He  has  been  found  very  useful  as  for  5  months  the  inspectorial 
staff  was  not  up  to  establishment . 

The  number  of  complaints  was  about  the  same  as  in  previous 
years.  Many,  as  usual,  were  of  trivial  matters  or  rather  in 
the  form  of  requests  for  advice  than  definite  complaints. 

It  is  regretted  that  the  usual  difficulties  arose  during 
the  summer  months  because  of  non-rotation  of  perishable  stocks 
in  shops.

*The  two  samples  of  milk  were  taken  immediately  upon 
delivery  and  the  Public  Analyst  reported  added  water  to  the 
extent  of  3%  and  5%*  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Magistrates 
who  upheld  objections  of  evidence.  The  case  was  dismissed. 

No  formal  action  was  taken  with  regard  to  the  "Pineapple 
Flavour"  which  was  reported  as  being  absent  of  any  pineapple 
flavour. 

The  pork  sausages  were  classified  as  unsatisfactory  as 
they  contained  only  50%  of  meat.  Although  there  were  no 
regulations  controlling  the  meat  content  of  pork  sausages,  the 
recommendation  of  the  Association  of  Public  Analysts  that  pork 
sausages  should  contain  65%  meat  was  generally  recognised.  A 
letter  of  warning  was  sent  to  the  vendors  of  the  sausages. 

With  regard  to  the  sample  of  thicker  topping,  the  picture 
on  the  label  would  not  satisfy  the  proposed  new  regulations 
relating  to  the  labelling  of  food.  The  producers  were  informed 
and  replied  that  they  would  amend  their  label. 
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FOOD  SUPERVISION. 


593  visits  and  371  re-visits  were  made  to  food  premises 
during  the  year.  Boarding  houses  and  many  restaurants,  etc. 
are  only  open  during  the  summer  months  and  the  majority  of 
visits  to  food  premises  have  to  be  made  in  a  three  month 
season  when  there  are  staff  difficulties.  Shops  were  found 
satisfactory  but  some  small  restaurants  were  moderate  or 
poor  and  formal  action  had  to  be  taken  in  one  case.

Except  during  the  summer  season  most  of  the  milk  sold 
is  from  local  producers.  There  are  three  H.T.S.T.  plants  in 
operation.  The  plants  are  satisfactorily  and  efficiently 
operated. 

66  samples  of  Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  milk  were  taken 
and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  They  were 
satisfactory,  except  for  3  samples:  2  failed  the  Methylene 
Blue  Test  and  1  the  Phosphatase  Test.  The  milk  had  been 
supplied  from  a  dairyman  in  another  local  authority  area.  No 
explanation  could  be  offered  for  the  failure. 

30  samples  of  bottles  taken  immediately  after  washing 
were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  count. 

6  were  classified  as  unsatisfactory  but  further  samples 
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taken  after  cleaning  and  adjustments  proved  satisfactory. 
These  samples  were  from  a  new  bottle  washer  and  were  taken 
during  the  running-in  period. 

Milk  sold  from  grocers  shops,  etc.  is  now  cartoned 
instead  of  bottled.  No  complaints  were  received. 

28  samples  of  milk  were  purchased  for  analysis.  2  were 
classified  as  unsatisfactory.  See  pages  45  and  46.

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Of  the  58  samples,  8  were  classified  unsatisfactory,  and 
were  due  primarily  to  wrong  techniques  during  sterilization 
of  apparatus  and  utensils ,  or  to  storage  for  too  long  once 
the  container  had  been  opened.  In  each  case,  once  the  flaw 
in  procedure  had  been  pointed  out  and  acted  upon,  satisfactory 
results  were  obtained. 

There  are  8  local  manufacturers  in  the  Borough,  5  of 
which  have  pasteurising  plants,  the  other  5  use  the  "complete 
cold  mix".  7  of  these  manufacturers  sell  in  their  o wn  cafes 
and  in  addition  2  are  wholesalers. 

There  were  20  retailers  of  soft  ice  cream,  15  of  these 
selling  nationally  advertised  makes.

Only  pigs  are  killed  and  most  of  them  pass  to  a  local  bacon 
factory.  1,965  pigs  were  killed  during  the  year  and  every 
one  of  them  inspected;  126  attendances  being  made  for  this 
purpose .

The  premises  of  all  fish  friers  operating  within  the 
district  have  been  kept  in  a  generally  satisfactory  manner. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1965. 

The  number  of  premises  registered  during  the  year 
increased  by  90  to  687  due  in  the  main  to  routine  inspec¬ 
tions  carried  out  in  the  early  spring  and  late  autumn 
months.  These  routine  inspections  revealed  a  large  number 
of  family  businesses  which  di  not  require  registration,  so 
that  the  expected  total  will  be  considerably  less  than  the 
original  estimate  of  900.  General  inspections  made  during 
the  year  totalled  520  bringing  the  number  inspected  to  454-. 
The  actual  number  of  visits  and  re-visits  made  during  the 
year  was  642.  Infringements,  omissions,  etc.  were  noted 
and  owners  and  occupiers  informed.  On  the  whole  full 
co-operation  was  obtained.

The  3  Health  Department  workmen  were  employed  as  part- 
time  rodent  operators. 

Margate  has  no  serious  rat  problem.  One  major  infesta¬ 
tion  was  encountered  on  a  farm  that  had  been  neglected  for 
some  months  by  the  tenant  farmer. 

43  complaints  were  completely  unfounded. 
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2  or  more  adjoining  properties  were  treated  as  one  unit, 
and  85  properties  in  55  "blocks  were  so  treated. 

£86  was  recovered  from  occupiers  of  agricultural  or 
business  premises.  No  charge  was  made  for  work  in  private 
dwelling  houses. 

Destruction  of  rats. 

In  sewers  -  During  the  year  10%  of  all  the  sewer  manholes 
were  test  baited  for  the  presence  of  rats.  5  of  the  169 
manholes  involved  showed  the  presence  of  rats.  Investigations 
for  possible  infestation  in  sewers  either  side  did  not  confirm 
any  major  infestation.  As  this  test  of  the  Borough  showed  the 
system  to  be  virtually  free  of  rats,  including  the  central 
area,  where  a  small  pocket  had  been  treated  for  some  years, 
the  only  maintenance  treatment  justified  was  for  the  5  chambers 
at  Westgate.  These  showed  the  possibility  of  continued  infest¬ 
ation  when  baited  in  September. 

General  -  Again  this  year  more  time  has  been  spent  on 
surveys,  each  complaint  involving  visits  to  adjoining  properties 
in  order  to  clear  the  area  concerned  completely.  This  has  not 
been  as  successful  as  hoped,  as  "black  spots"  built  up  as 
building  operations  commenced  in  certain  areas,  only  to  be 
scattered  again  as  building  operations  extended.  In  no  case 
was  the  infestation  heavy,  but  a  rat  disturbed  by  work  in  the 
area  and  seen  by  people  in  daylight  has  lead  to  complaints  of 
heavy  infestation  not  confirmed  by  investigation. 

Closer  attention  has  been  paid  to  building  sites  during 
the  year  to  try  to  deal  with  the  problem  before  the  disturbed 
rodents  scatter.  Even  so,  complaints  are  still  received  over 
a  fairly  wide  area  during  the  development  of  a  site. 

Again  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  infesta¬ 
tions  notified  and  found,  and  the  usual  high  percentage  where 
the  complaint  has  been  unfounded  -  the  hedgehog,  thrush  or 
blackbird  being  mistaken  for  a  rat. 

Diseases  of  Animals  Acts. 

The  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order,  1957?  came 
into  operation  in  1957?  and  prohibited,  inter  alia,  the 
keepers  of  more  than  4  pigs  or  50  poultry  from  feeding  their 
stock  with  waste  foods  which  have  not  been  boiled  for  one 
hour  in  a  plant  licensed  by  the  local  authority. 
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All  known  pig  keepers  were  visited.  There  were  no 
keepers  of  50  or  more  head  of  poultry  using  waste  foods. 

Bird  nuisance. 


Margate  has  been  troubled,  in  common  with  other  towns, 
with  the  problem  of  feral  pigeons.  They  seem  to  infest  high 
buildings  and  cause  considerable  nuisance  to  tenants  in  flats 
both  by  noise  and  the  fouling  of  balconies,  windows,  etc. 

5  successful  operations  were  carried  out  using  "home  made 
cages  or  traps:  one  at  a  5-storey  dwelling  house,  another  at 
the  top  of  a  tower  block  of  flats  and  lastly  at  a  Council 
estate.  100  pigeons  were  caught. 

Complaints  have  also  been  made  about  Barbary  and  other 
doves  but  no  action  has  been  taken  as  they  are  officially 
protected. 

Complaints  and  nuisances  are  likely  to  continue  until 
people  stop  putting  out  food  for  birds  in  general. 

Housing. 

All  occupiers  from  previous  Clearance  Areas  (Compulsory 
Purchase  Areas)  were  rehoused  during  the  year. 

Total  number  of  persons  rehoused  after  action  under  the 
Housing  Act  -  25. 

7  houses  were  demolished. 

2  houses  were  closed  for  habitation. 

A  demolition  order  was  made  on  1  house  but  an  appeal 
was  lodged. 

The  number  of  genuine  enquiries  followed  by  surveys  for 
grant  aid  was  139  and  the  number  of  dwellings  improved  rose 
to  102  (not  including  Improvement  Areas).

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METEOROLOGICAL  REPORT  FOR  1965. 

1 .  SUITS  HI  RE . 


Owing  to  the  thefts  mentioned  below,  the  sunshine  figures 
for  November  and  December  (and  consequently  for  the  whole  year) 
could  only  be  estimated.  On  this  basis  the  total  sunshine 
hours  were  1,621,  compared  with  1,688  in  1964,  and  the  average 
of  1,745.  After  a  bright  January,  the  next  6  months  were 
exceptionally  short  of  sunshine,  particularly  in  July,  which, 
with  nearly  100  hours  less  than  average,  was  one  of  the  dullest 
summer  months  on  record.  In  the  last  5  months,  however, 
sunshine  was  above  average,  especially  in  October,  with  146%. 

2.  PRECIPITATION. 

(a)  Rainfall ,  at  20.71  inches,  was  slightly  less  than 
average.  September  was  the  wettest  month,  with  5*77  inches 
(nearly  double  the  average),  whilst  October,  with  less  than 
half-an-inch,  was  the  driest.  The  wettest  day  was  3rd 
September  with  1.91  inches,  but  otherwise  showers  were  seldom 
very  heavy  and  on  no  other  day  did  the  fall  reach  one  inch. 
Thunderstorms  only  occurred  on  3  days  and  were  not  severe. 

(b)  Snow  fell  lightly  in  January  and  November  and  very 
heavily  in  early  March  causing  deep  drifting  with  snow  lying 
for  9  days. 

3.  poo. 

Pog  was  recorded  on  9  days,  but  was  rarely  thick,  and 
generally  cleared  quickly. 

4.  WIND. 

Winds  were,  as  usual,  mostly  from  westerly  quarters  but 
very  strong  N.E.  winds  accompanied  the  snowstorms  in  March. 

Gale  force  was  recorded  on  1st  September  and  27th-29th  November. 

5.  TEMPERATURE . 


Temperatures  were  mainly  on  the  low  side,  only  reaching 
the  average  in  May,  October  and  December.  The  worst  month  in 
this  respect  was  July  with  5*7  degrees  (mean)  below  average. 
Summer  temperatures  were  usually  moderate,  rarely  exceeding 
70,  the  warmest  day  being  14th  May  with  77  degrees.  The 
coldest  day  was  3rd  March  with  25  degrees.  Frost  was  recorded

6.  GENERAL . 

The  Station  suffered  from  the  depredations  of  vandals; 
one  grass  thermometer  was  smashed  in  April  and  another  stolen 
in  December.  A  sunshine  sphere  was  stolen  early  in  November 
and  a  spare  sphere  installed  which  in  turn  was  taken.  None 
of  the  stolen  instruments  has  been  recovered  and  new  ones 
have  been  obtained  since  the  close  of  the  year.  Steps  have 
been  taken  to  increase  the  security  of  the  Weather  Compound. 

The  usual  returns,  daily,  weekly  or  monthly  as  required 
(by  post,  telephone  or  telegram  as  necessary)  have  been  made 
to  the  Meteorological  Office,  Corporation  Officials,  the 
Water  Board,  local  Press  and  others.  A  number  of  enquiries 
have  been  answered  from  other  sources  notably  students 
engaged  in  writing  theses  on  the  local  weather.  The  charts 
and  data  shown  at  the  Weather  Office  have  continued  to  attract 
much  interest. 

7.  THE  MONTHLY  SUMMARY  IS  AS  FOLLOWS :- 

January:  Variable,  with  mild  and  cold  spells  alternating. 

Many  days  with  light  rain.  Some  snow  at  mid-month,  not  lying. 
More  than  average  sunshine. 

February:  Dull  with  only  64%  of  average  sunshine. 

Exceptionally  dry  with  only  51%  of  average  rainfall.  Strong 
north  winds  brought  sub-average  temperatures. 

March:  Very  cold  at  first,  with  heavy  snow  and  much  frost 

Severe  blizzard  on  4th/5th  with  deep  drifting.  Very  warm  later 
reaching  70  on  29th.  Rain  120%  of  average  but  sunshine  only 
86%. 

April :  Cold  and  very  dull  until  mid-month;  becoming 

brighter  but  with  frequent  rain  and  some  slight  thunderstorms. 
Sunshine  only  75%  of  average;  rainfall  slightly  above. 
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May:  Dull  and  wet  at  first,  followed  by  a  week  of 

unbroken  sunshine  with  high  temperatures.  Unsettled  later 
with  strong  winds  and  much  cloud.  Rainfall  only  61%  and 
sunshine  90%  of  average . 

June :  Variable,  much  cloud  at  times  but  some  sunny  days 
brought  sunshine  to  89%  of  average.  A  few  days  with  fairly 
heavy  showers  making  rainfall  142%.  Strong  winds  kept 
temperatures  below  average. 

July:  Exceptionally  dull  with  sunshine  nearly  100  hours 

below  average  (65%).  Many  wet  days  but  showers  mostly  light 
and  total  rainfall  slightly  less  than  average.  Fresh  winds 
and  low  temperatures. 

August :  Changeable.  Heavy  rain  at  first  and  frequent 

showers  from  15th  onwards.  Good  sunny  periods  bringing 
sunshine  up  to  average,  but  rainfall  125%. 

September :  Another  variable  month,  with  heavy  rain  at 

first  but  many  sunny  days  bringing  sunshine  up  to  average. 
More  rain  at  month-end,  making  total  rainfall  nearly  twice 
average . 

October :  Exceptionally  dry,  with  only  5  wet  days,  and 
total  of  less  than  half-an-inch  of  rain.  Very  sunny  and 
warm,  with  total  sunshine  146%  of  average. 

November :  Mild,  sunny  and  dry  at  first,  followed  by 

very  cold  spell  and  then  gale-force  winds  with  much  rain. 

Some  light  snow  showers. 

December:  Changeable,  much  rain,  fairly  heavy  at  times, 

making  1$0 %  of  average  but  some  good  sunshine.  Temperatures 
mainly  average  but  very  cold  at  month-end.
